lishers' association, consisting of Col, 
Frederick Drisooll, of the St. Paul 
Pioneer-Press, E. H. Woods, of the Bos- 
ton Herald, and Maj. TV. J. Richards, 
of the Indianapolis Newa, will conduct 
a type-setting-machine contest during 
the comlnp week in the Chicago Even- 
ing 
Post 
building. The 
machines 


which will compete are the Mergon- 
tharler linotype, the Rogers typograph, 
the McMillan type-setting1 machine, and 
the St. John typo bar. 


Commencing Monday, October 12, the 


test will continue- privately for six 
days, and for one week thereafter, 
commencing Monday, October Ifl, the 
machines will be on exhibition on the 
public and newspapermen everywhere. 
Newspaper proprietors and publishers 
in all parts of tho country manifest 
great interest in. the contest, the first 
of the kind ever held, and it is ex- 
pected that a large number of publish- 
ers will take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to see the various machines at 
work together and make comparison 
as to their relative merits. 


To assist them in their work the com- 


mittee will have with them the fore- 
men of their composing rooms, and the 
capacity of the machines for superse- 
ding1 the work of setting type by hand 
will be thoroughly investigated. 


At the same time thcru will be ex- 


hibited also a now method of stereotyp- 
ing known as the cold stereotyinp pro- 
cess, whereby plates are made with a 
rapidity never before attained and 
without heating- the type.

ble that other mechanical appliances of 
interest to newspaper men will also be 
exhibited.

MoKinley made use of the statement 
that the "KopublioanB take the tarifT off 
sugar to make it oheap and pat the 
tariff on tin to make it cheap," and thifi 
observation was heartily cheardd by his 
Uamoornlia aaditore. 
He was simply 


trilling with iijuoranoa und did it with a 
full knowledge of what ha WBB doing. 
Ho expected the ignorant to accept it us 
a self-contracliotory proposition from the 
protectionists statements. 


That nugar hits boon cheapened by tho 


removal of the duty needs BO argument 
to convince the most ignorant. That 
tin has been reduced in price us a result 
ot the present protective tariff, placed 
open it by the MoKinley law, woold 
perhaps not be so readily admitted. But 
that the price of tin rooffing and wares 
made from bright tin has become cheaper 
since the duty on tin went into effect is 
attested by ft .comparison ot prices a year 
ago and now. 


Protectionists who favored the new 


toriil argued that as in the case ot all 
other industries started in this country 
the result would be that us soon KB the 
Dew industry reached a point which In- 
dicated succesii and permanency u battle 
fur the retention of this market on the 
purt of the Welsh Tin Syndicate would 
reduce the price of tin to the American 
consumer, to which soon would be added 
the cheapening influence ot home com- 
petition. 


The dnty on tin plate came into opera- 


tion July 1,18S)1, but before that date 
tlia English press, after having reports 
from epiee sent from that country to this 
to investigate the chances for building 
up the tin industry in this oonntry, to 
the flffeot thut all indications pointed 
towiird success in this American venture, 
raised the cry ot «nrning that the only 
hope for the Welsh Tin Syndicate to 
kyop down this new industry and hold 
any part cf tho American market was to 
reduce 
jt> price of tin, This warning 


was heeded, uud the price of tin was re. 
diioed. What did ilV The howl of the 
Democratic free trnder or the MoRinley 
Hill? Tho MoKinley bill, of course. So 
it happens to be a fact that tuking the 
duty oft sugar, which at the time of the 
passage of the new law it appeared we 
were unable tu produce .n competing 
quantities, cheapened sn?at, as that tariff 
hud been a revenue tariff; aud pntting a 
duty on tin which was Lalculated to 
build up in this country a competitor to 
n oyndicate ot tiaplate makers in Wales 
forced them to reduce the price of the 
product to the American consumer by 
reducing the profits. 


l''rotn tho reduction iu prices ot tin- 


plate by t'nis Knglish Tin Iriisk we learn 
a lesson that tho free trader always 
avoids, thnt whenever an English trust 
baa had a monopoly of the American 
inntketon any product the American 
people have been forced to pay them ex- 
orbitant profits, Brit, in faoe ot this fact 
you will always find the American free 
trader defending tho interests ot these 
foreign monopolies and opposing the 
building up ot competitive industries on 
American soil. 


Rain-making in Kansas, 


Melbourne, the rain-maker, has at Inet 


established coaflcleDce utnoog tha Kan- 
Bdns in hi9 ability to produce ruio, if he 


did, according to his own statement, fail 
to produce the ruia he expeotect. He 
states that the cold nighto have neutral- 
ized the effects of his work, and that, on 
this account, it was useless to continue 
the experiment for this season. 
Over 


against this, however, is the fact that the 
people of Northwestern Kansas say they 
have received more ruin since Melbourne 
1ms been experimenting than ever fell in 
that section during the fall season. This, 
they are confident, was the result of the 
experiment and have agreed upon terms, 
if legal and constitutional arrangements 
can be made, to levy a tax for the pur- 
pose, by which Melbourne will be em- 
ployed ut an" expense to the farmers ot 
ten cents per cultivated acre lo water 
next spring's crop in forty counties, con- 
taining about 2,000,000 acres. This con- 
tract wiH be made on the plan of no rain 
no piy.
